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Murder victim’s 
family ‘may 
never recover’

THE family of a man butchered to 
death for a small amount of cannabis 
have spoke of their devastation at 
‘never seeing his smiling face again'. 

Atul Shah’s family added they ‘may 
never recover’ from his senseless 
murder - for which two men were 
found guilty this week. 

Kyle Pitchford-Price, 23, of 
Dovehouse Hill, and Luke West, 23, of 
Abbots Wood Road, were both con¬ 
victed of the killing at Luton Crown 
Court on Wednesday following a five- 
week trial. 

The duo went to Mr Shah’s flat in 
Crescent Road on January 6 this year 
with the intention of robbing him of 
his homegrown cannabis and money. 

Instead, they tied his feet together 
and bludgeoned him to death. 

A statement from Mr Shah’s family 
at the conclusion of the trial said: 
“Atul was a kind, loving man and 


always had a smile on his face. We 
know those who are guilty of his 
death will serve their time in prison, 
however, we are truly saddened to say 
that the outcome of the trial has no 
bearing on the fact that we will never 
see Atul’s smiling face again. 

“The family are devastated and may 
probably never recover from this 
cruel horrific murder of Atul.” 

Mr Shah, 47, was bound and savage¬ 
ly beaten to death by the pair, who 
had spent the night binging on drink 
and drugs with friends. 

An exercise dumbbell was smashed 
into his mouth with such ferocity that 
three of his teeth were later found in 
his stomach when a post-mortem 
examination was carried out. 

During the trial Pitchford-Price and 
West blamed each other for the crime, 
but were both found guilty and will be 
sentenced in September. 

West and Pitchford-Price will also 
be sentenced for conspiracy to rob, 
while the latter also pleaded guilty to 


perverting the course of justice. 

Pitchford-Price’s girlfriend Corrina 
Armstrong, 22, also of Dovehouse 
Hill, will be sentenced alongside them 
next month for conspiracy to burgle 
and perverting the course of justice. 

Brian Edge, 56, was cleared of per¬ 
verting the course of justice. The pair 
had used his flat in Hart Hill Drive to 
‘clean up’ after the murder. 

Callum Holton, 24, of Milton Road, 
was also cleared of conspiracy to rob. 

Detective Inspector Justine Jenkins, 
of the Bedfordshire, Cambridgeshire, 
and Hertfordshire Major Crime Unit 
said: “This was an absolutely sicken¬ 
ing and brutal case, with both 
Pitchford-Price and West inflicting 
unimaginable torture on their victim. 

“For the sake of a small amount of 
cannabis, these depraved individuals 
have not only taken a father away 
from his children, but ruined count¬ 
less lives in the process - including 
their own.”

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Blackmailer preyed 
on secretly gay men

A BLACKMAILER who 
threatened to expose secret¬ 
ly gay men using a pick-up 
website was jailed for two- 
and-a-half-years after being 
told it amounted to ‘attempt¬ 
ed murder of the soul’. 

Liam Hull, 22, was a sad 
loner who targeted scores of 
men using website Grindr for 
his wicked demands. 

Having made contact with 
his victims, some of who were 
married with children and 
were secretly using the gay 
pick-up site, Hull would 
threaten to expose them 
unless they coughed up. 

One victim paid over a thou¬ 
sand pounds into a bank 
account that Hull had set up. 

Another victim, a man who 
had been married for over 20 
years and who had two grown 
up children, was forced to 
confess to his wife about his 
double life. 

Another man suffered a 
mild stroke because of the 
worry and stress after Hull 
contacted him. 

On Wednesday Hull, of

Green Close, Luton, pleaded 
guilty at Luton Crown Court 
to three offences of black¬ 
mail. 

Jailing him for two-and-a- 
half years, Judge Richard 
Foster, The Honoury Recorder 
for Luton, told Hull that the 
former Lord Chief Justice, 
Lord Lane had once set out 
how cruel the offence of 
blackmail could be. 

The judge told unemployed 
Hull: “Lord Lane said that in 
the calendar of criminal 
offences, blackmail was one 
of the ugliest and most 


vicious because it involved 
what one found so often, the 
attempted murder of the 
soul.” 

Hull, armed with a mobile 
telephone number and the 
scant information he had, 
would then use the internet 
and social media sites such as 
Facebook to learn more about 
a victim - before contacting 
them to say he would expose 
them to friends and family 
unless he was paid. 

Prosecutor Max Hardy said 
the charges Hull faced con¬ 
cerned three men who had 
become blackmail victims, 
but who had found courage to 
help the authorities. 

Defending, Mr David Healey 
told the court Hull had been 
diagnosed in his youth with 
ADHD and dyslexia and had 
spent some time in his teens 
in care. 

When he was arrested he 
was living in rented accomo¬ 
dation and on benefits. 

As he passed sentence this 
week Judge Foster paid trib¬ 
ute to the bravery of victims 
A, B and C who had come 
forward ‘to ensure that jus¬ 
tice was done in this case’.

They added: “The don¬ 
keys at Love Luton’s 
Summer in the Sun event 
belong to a reputable com¬ 
pany, Mike’s Donkeys. 

“They have constant 
access to water and by law, 
only work five hours a day.

ONE of the brothers accused 
of murdering Patrick Maloney 
at a Bedfordshire travellers’ 
site earlier this month has had 
the charge against him 
dropped.

The judge freed Thomas 
McCarthy from Bedford 
Prison, where he had been 
remanded.

Burglar is spared 
time behind bars

A CROOK who broke into a Bedfordshire 
home two and a half years ago did not go 
straight to jail today after a judge heard he is 
adamant that his offending days are over. 

James Field, 29, made a messy search of the 
house in Sharpenhoe Road, leaving muddy 
footprints all over the property. 

He had entered the back garden through a 
hole in the fence and smashed a window in 
the back door to break in, Luton Crown Court 
heard. 

Prosecutor Kaja Reiff-Musgrove said Field 
put £480 worth of silver coins, wine, a gift 


box, toiletries and jewellery in a holdall 
belonging to the owner. 

She said he left the holdall by the side of the 
house because he probably knew there was 
CCTV in an alleyway he used to get away. 

He did not want to be seen carrying the bag 
and the owner returned and found it lying 
there. 

Defending, Carl Woolf said, since the bur¬ 
glary, Field had turned his life around, was 
adamant his offending was over and now 
worked as a scaffolder. 

Judge Stuart Bridge passed an eight month 
jail term suspended for 18 months and 
ordered Field to carry out 120 hours’ unpaid 
work.

THE amazing success of our athletes 
and sports men and women in Rio is a 
superb example of what can be 
achieved by personal effort and dedi¬ 
cation, skilled coaching and well 
designed financial support. 

Top level sport is an activity most 
demanding of the individual, requir¬ 
ing massive sacrifices by families and 
colleagues and depending, in most 




cases, on support by enlightened 
employers, colleagues and charities;

We can expect a similar surge in 
interest in sport to that following 
London 2012 once the dust has settled 
post-Rio 2016. 

It is however significant that most of 
the clothing, equipment and resourc¬ 
es used by our sports persons comes 
from outside the UK. The logos and 
names of International sports equip¬ 
ment and clothing makers are contin¬ 
ually visible on our TV screens. Very 
few of them are British. As a leading 
sporting nation Britain fails to pro¬ 
vide much of the equipment needed. 

Many of our domestic manufactur¬ 
ers have been absorbed by 
International names. Others have 
fallen by the wayside for other rea¬ 
sons. 

However entrepreneurship is a fea¬ 


ture of our national characteristics 
and we ought to be able to take our 
share of this vast and profitable mar¬ 
ket. We hear many platitudes from 
politicians and economists about our 
past industrial prominence and the 
need to strengthen our industrial 
base, but the provision of finance for 
start-ups in production remains poor 
and banks continue to plead low 
returns and high risk as an excuse for 
failing to lend adequately to this 
potentially extremely profitable area. 

Support and direction for a change 
in attitudes must come from central 
government, of course. However sport 
and leisure activity generally repre¬ 
sents a growing market in Great 
Britain and the industrialised world. 

Rio clearly represents a massive 
business opportunity for foreign 
manufacturers.

Your teachers are with you! 


After the smiles and tears of A level 
and GCSE results days, Andrew 
Cooper, chief executive officer at 
the Shared Learning Trust, tells 
how it’s not just students who 
suffer from summer exam stress...

A FUNDRAISING campaign 
has been launched to help 
conserve a historic part of 
Wardown House. 

Welcoming visitors to the 
museum, the decorative 
Porte Cochere was used to 
shelter visitors alighting from 
their horse drawn carriages 
and is a stunning example of 
one of the surviving original 
features of Wardown House. 

Originally commissioned 
by a wealthy local solicitor, 
Frank Chapman Scargill and 
designed by Thomas Sorby in 
1874, the house is an ornate 
mid-Victorian mansion 
which was built at an esti¬ 
mated cost of £10,000. 

At the time it used locally 
produced bricks known as 
‘Luton Greys’. 

Six terracotta busts adorn 
the Porte Cochere, all notable 
Victorian contemporaries of 
significant reputation. 

The figures depicted 
include multiple term British 
Prime Ministers in Henry 
John Temple, 3rd Viscount 
Palmerston, William 
Gladstone and Benjamin 
Disraeli.

unseen 
of control 


New laws were passed in 2015 making 
non-physical domestic abuse a criminal 
offence, punishable by up to five years in 
prison. What is ‘coercive control’ and how 
do you prove it has happened in court? 
JENNA HUTBER investigates... 


SEVERAL years ago I began 
feeling uneasy about one of 
my closest friends. 

For the first few months 
things were just peachy with 
her new boyfriend. But she 
started saying some odd 
things. If someone invited 
her to a barbecue or a party, 
she would have to check if 
that was ‘allowed’. She 
stopped listening to the 
music she loved and playing 
her guitar. My friend had 
always been a little self-con¬ 
scious but if she thought she 
had put on weight she 
became extremely agitated. 

But it was years before she 
broke down and admitted 
her boyfriend was subject¬ 
ing her to unnerving psy¬ 
chological abuse. 

New ‘coercive control’ laws 
were passed in 2015 to make 
this kind of domestic abuse 
a criminal offence punisha¬ 
ble by up to five years in jail, 
regardless of whether the 
offender has raised a hand 
against their victim. 

Bedfordshire Police has 
already seen 27 cases of 
coercive control and two 
alleged offenders are facing 


court trials. Detective Chief 
Superintendent Jackie Sebire 
said that coercive control 
can be explained as ‘a way I 
would behave towards 
someone else that makes 
them change their behav¬ 
iour through pressure, 
through threats and other 
means’. 

She added that male vic¬ 
tims number among those 
who have come forward. 

“We have had a mixture 
but the majority are female.” 

She said the police are cur¬ 
rently seeing small numbers 
but she expects the new law 
will have a big impact on 
because it recognise, in law, 
that coercive control is a 


damaging and vital element 
of domestic abuse. 

“We’ve known that for a 
long time but it hasn’t been 
part of legislation,” Det Ch 
Supt Sebire said. “The num¬ 
bers of cases we see will 
change as officers become 
more aware of the legisla¬ 
tion. Also as victims recog¬ 
nise that actually the fact 
that my partner is not let¬ 
ting me speak to my friends, 
making me do strange rou¬ 
tines, I’m forced to wear cer¬ 
tain things, I’ve got to 
behave a certain way is 
wrong. 

“There was one harrowing 
case where the victim was 
tied up, abused, threatened,

made to feel worthless. It 
took many years for that 
victim to come forward.” 

Domestic abuse and sexu¬ 
al violence is notoriously 
difficult to prove in court. 
How will police prove non¬ 
physical crimes? 

“The most important 
thing is how our officers 
gain the trust of the victim. 
Sometimes you’ve got to 
build that confidence with 
the victim before they start 
disclosing. The officers 
have really got to listen to 
those triggers. 


“Sometimes you get to 
crimes and you’ve got spa¬ 
ghetti bolognese up the 
walls and you’ve got broken 
chairs and it’s obvious what 
happened. Coercive control 
is a lot more subtle. All the 
clues will be there. You’ve 
got to have the maturity 
and curiosity to see it. 

“Very brave victims will 
have to give evidence, they 
will have to tell their sto¬ 
ries. We have some incredi¬ 
bly courageous victims 
coming forward.” 

The Luton All Women’s 


Centre’s senior practitioner 
Sadiq Anila said the new 
legislation is already mak¬ 
ing a difference among 
their vulnerable clients: “It 
is absolutely empowering as 
a practitioner to be able to 
tell women that their per¬ 
petrators can face criminal 
charges. 

“We have seen a need for 
these laws for a long time. 
Domestic abuse can take 
many forms, and often it is 
the scars that cannot be 
seen that take the longest to 
heal.”

LAZING is the last thing that is happening on this cloudy morning in a rehearsal 
studio in East London. The cast of Sunny Afteroon, the hit musical based on the 
story and the songs of swinging sixites icons The Kinks, is working flat out prior 
to the start of the national tour of the show which is coming to Milton Keynes 
next week. JUDY RILEY dropped into rehearsals for a chat. . . 

Has Ray Davies been around while you have been rehearsing? 

Garmon Rhys (Pete Quaife, bass player): Ray was involved quite a lot in the cast¬ 
ing. How much of a final say he had, I don’t know, those are the sort of conver¬ 
sations that go on behind closed doors. But in the final round of auditions I was 
aware of this quiet man sitting up at the back with the steely glare... 

Did you know much about the band or The Kinks’ songs before you got 
involved with the show? 

Mark Newnham (Dave Davies): I pretty much knew all the songs. Kinks’ songs 
are a soundtrack to so many films and TV shows. I can remember listening to a 
cassette tape of them on a loop, as children they were filtering into our brains. 
Ryan O’Donnell (Ray Davies): I didn’t know much about the band as such but the 
songs, yeah, it’s amazing how many you know. You say, Oh, I know this one - 
and I know this one and it’s just great song after great song after great song. 
What is your favourite Kinks’ number? 

Garmon: My favourite is You Really Got Me. It’s the first time you see the band 
on stage as a four piece. You get a real buzz hearing those first chords. 


Ryan: I’ve fallen in and out of love with different ones as we’ve gone along. The 
first one I really started to love was Set Me Free. It’s a really sexy tune and it has 
all the quite trippy vocal harmonies and guitar riffs. But then Days is heartbreak¬ 
ing every time you do it and the reaction from the audience is great every time. 

When the band recorded Sunny Afternoon Ray Davies had a really bad 
cold. When you sing it, Ryan, it’s very beautiful and also quite sweet. 

Do you ever feel like reproducing that rougher sound? 

Ryan: Arrgh! It’s a constant battle I have with our Musical Director! He says: 
‘Ryan, you’re singing it like Ray but could you sing it a bit nicer, a bit brighter? 

It’s supposed to be a happy moment in the show’. So I say ‘Ah, but it is a lazy 
afternoon’ to which he replies: ‘Yeah, but it’s not a lazy moment in the show!’ 

So what is it about this show that has made it such a West End hit? 
Ryan: Well of course it’s the amazing music but it digs up the dirt of the Kinks’ 
story. So many people say ‘I never knew that about The Kinks!!’ 

Andy Gallo (Mick Avory, drummer): There’s a lot of drama between Dave and the 
other three not least at the end of Act 1 when Mick ends up hitting him over the 
head with a drum pedal. Mick went on the run for a few days because he 
thought he’d killed Dave. 

Mark: Then a few weeks later they went back into the rehearsal room and nei¬ 
ther Dave nor Mick said anything!

REVIEW 

‘It really got me’ 


IT’S not that there weren’t 
people over the age of 40 
around in the 1960s but, like 
Alka Seltza in a glass of 
water, they were fast becom¬ 
ing invisible. 

The Swinging Sixties wit¬ 
nessed the explosive birth of 
pop music, the teenage revo¬ 
lution and a national football 
team that won stuff. London 
was the capital of cool and 
Ray Davies, frontman and 
creative genius behind The 
Kinks, its tailor-made spokes¬ 
man. 

Fast forward 50 years and, 
even if the summer of love 
dawned decades before you 
were born, odds are you’ll still 
be able to hum along with 
some of the songs that Ray 
Davies wrote. You Really Got 
Me, Days, Lola, Waterloo 
Sunset? 

And then, of course, there’s 
Sunny Afternoon, the song 
that gave its name to the title 
of this award-winning musical 
based on the story of the four 
lads whose journey took them 
from a dead end street in 
North London to New York. 

Not that the journey didn’t 
get very messy at times. 

Writer Joe Penhall has 
cleverly dramatized Ray 
Davies’ memoirs - not that 
there wasn’t a fair old helping 
of dramatic tension in the air 
anyway - and the songs are 
seamlessly interwoven into 
the storyline. 


And what songs they are. 
In a pulse-racing moment as 
The Kinks find their Chelsea- 
booted feet, so the opening 
chords of You Really Got Me 
smash out from the massive 
banks of speakers. Balance 
that against the heart-break- 
ingly beautiful a cappella ver¬ 
sion of Days and Sunny 
Afternoon accompanying the 
joyful celebration of a World 
Cup win and you get far more 
than a juke-box musical 
loosely held together by a 
limp storyline and a bunch of 
contrived characters. These 
characters are as real, as 
rough and as richly drawn as 
any of today’s pop legends. 

Sibling rivalry wasn’t 
invented by the Gallagher 
brothers and Pete Doherty 
was a lightweight when you 
compare the antics Ray’s 
younger brother got up to. 

If the chandelier that the 
wild but desperately insecure 
Dave swings on just about 
survives, ultimately the same 
can’t be said for the relation¬ 
ships between band mem¬ 
bers. There’s an underlying 
melancholy to the show, even 
when it’s at its most sunny. 
But, as the indifferent sum¬ 
mer of 2016 draws to a close, 
Sunny Afternoon is as hot a 
prospect and as entertaining 
a theatrical treat as any night 
- or afternoon out - you 
could wish for. It really got 
me. Judy Riley

S inger Joe Cocker 
died in 2014 after a 
long and successful 
career during 
which he both 
achieved numerous hit 
singles and albums on both 
sides of the Atlantic and was 
famed for his gravelly voice 
and unusual on-stage 
performances. 

At the time of his death the 
former gas engineer turned 
superstar was lauded as the 
‘greatest blues singer’ the UK 
had ever produced and both 
Paul McCartney and Ringo 
Starr paid tribute. 

Cocker’s most famous hits 
included several Beatles 


covers including With A 
Little Help From My Friend. 
His other big sellers included 
When a Man Loves A Woman, 
Up Where We Belong and You 
Can Leave Your Hat On. 

Despite battling alcoholism 
and drug addiction during 
his early career, Cocker went 
on to phenomenal creative 
success and Rolling Stone 
magazine lists him as one of 
the 100 greatest singers of all 
time. 

He released more than 20 
albums including two gold 
discs in the US, two platinum 
ones in Germany and a gold 
and two silver discs in the 
UK. 


In 1992 Cocker and his wife 
Pam used some of his 
estimated £30m career 
earnings to buy 243 acres of 
land in Crawford, Colorado 
and build a little bit of 
England - a huge gothic-style 
manor house with seven 
bedrooms, a kitchen garden, 
33ft turret, sweeping 
staircase, billiard room and a 
1,500 sq ft master suite.

THERE are many properties 
linked to Ian Fleming’s James 
Bond books but perhaps the one 
that goes the deepest is Black 
Hole Hollow Farm in Vermont, 
USA. 

The property was once owned 
by Ivar Bryce, a lifelong friend of 
Fleming’s and the man who 
Fleming drew inspiration from 
to base the character of Bond’s 
US counterpart Felix Leiter in 
the books. 

But for 007 fans the Bond 
connections go even further at 
Black Hole Hollow Farm. 
Fleming used the property - 
which is about three and a half 
hours by car north of New York 
city - as a quiet retreat to pen 
two of his most famous books.

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No Brexit impact on house prices 

Dunstable has weathered the predicted post-Brexit slump - 
and the interest rate drop could boost local business

The property market in Dunstable is still thriving despite the doom and gloom 
predicted as a result of the Brexit effect, according to a leading estate agency 
in the area.

Robo cars ‘won’t spoil fun’

THE arrival of cars that can drive 
themselves will not mean the end 
of motoring for pleasure. 

That’s the view of the man who 
is tasked with developing the next 
generation of models for Kia and 
Hyundai. 

Albert Biermann, who helped 
create BMW’s legendary M per¬ 
formance cars, says that the 
advent of so-called autonomous 
vehicles will not mean the cars of 
the future will be all the same. 

“Chassis development will not 
stop because of autonomous 
cars,” said Mr Biermann, who 
became head of high perfor¬ 
mance vehicle development for 
the Korean brands 18 months 
ago. 

Speaking at the companies’ top 
secret research and development 
facility at Namyang close to the 
Korean capital Seoul, Mr 
Biermann echoed the words of 
Ferdinand Porsche who famously 
said the last car in the world will 
be a sports car. 

Mr Biermann said that despite 
the shift towards ‘robo cars’ there 
would still be a demand for con¬ 
ventional models with the driver 
completely in control. 

“The key part is enjoying the 
drive and cars which do that will 



be around for many years to 
come,” said Mr Biermann. 

“They might turn into a hobby 
but they will survive. There’s so 
much fun driving a car that will 
not go away.” 

Since joining Kia and Hyundai - 
who like all other major car firms 
are making vehicles safer with 
automated systems such as lane 
departure warnings and blind 
spot monitors - Mr Biermann has 
set about improving the Korean 
cars’ vehicle dynamics, especially 


for European conditions. 

New test tracks have been 
opened at Namyang to fine tune 
the next wave of Kia and Hyundai 
models to satisfy differing driv¬ 
ing tastes. 

The facility includes a high 
speed track and a wet handling 
circuit to allow test drivers to fine 
tune suspension and steering 
characteristics. 

Both Kia and Hyundai already 
have factories in Europe where 
cars such as the cee’d, Sportage 


and Tucson are built and tested 
on European roads. 

“The way we are moving for¬ 
ward in Europe is clear on the 
driving side to make it more safe 
and fun,” said Mr Biermann. 

He added that the next 
generation of cars from the two 
brands, which include hybrids 
such as the Kia Niro and the 
Hyundai Ioniq as well as the 
sporty-looking new Optima 
Sportswagon from Kia would fea¬ 
ture a ‘GT approach’.

THE next time someone in the 
pub tells you his car is costing 
him a fortune in fuel find out 
how fast he drives - and tell him 
to calm down. 

Especially with a diesel doing 
the work, you’d be amazed at 
how far the fuel bill plummets 
with a little right leg restraint. 

Take this car for example, 
the poshest version of Suzuki’s 
mid-size SUV that continues the 
company’s reputation for un- 
flashy cars that do the job - and 
will keep on doing it for years. 

It’s a modestly sized machine, 
which is going to be good for 
economy. That diesel engine will 
help too, but the automatic gear¬ 
box it’s bolted to may take the 
edge of economy, you’d think. 

Except the automatic gearbox 
is a six-speed affair with a couple 
of clutches to do the donkey 
work and promising better 
economy than an old fashionied 
system that stirs oil around. 

And so it proved, with an 
impressive 61.5mpg on the trip 
computer after more than 400 
testing miles. I’d put a lot of that 
down to the car - but driving 
it without feeling my trousers 
were on fire helped too. 

The automatic gearbox makes 
this SX4 £ 1,350 more costly 


than a DIY six-speed manual 
version and, on paper, does dent 
the economy a bit. You’d never 
believe that with such fine result. 

Indeed, an earlier drive in 
the manual SX4 diesel showed 
54mpg - still a decent return 
but down on the current car 
because I was driving faster. A 
1.6 petrol SX4 gave me 42mpg, 
so the message is clear; go diesel 
and slow down a bit to save 
significant amounts of cash. 

Slowing down (not to a snail’s 
pace) also let the relaxed 
nature of Suzuki’s rival to the all 
conquering Qashqai from Nissan 
come to fore. 

It’s engine gets noisy if pushed, 
not helped by a gearchange 
keen to change down without a 
smooth approach the to throttle 
pedal. Better by far to ease back 
and enjoy the sight of the dash 
readout steadily improving the 
economy figure. 

You can buy a petrol pow¬ 
ered SX4 for £13,999 but it 
would be tempting to move up 
a grade from SZ3 to SZ-T and 
enjoy climate control in place of 
manual air conditioning, a DAB 
radio, navigation system and rear 
parking camera. 

I admire Suzuki’s approach to 
everyday motoring. Everything 
you might reasonably need, 
without the frills.

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Suzuki Swift selling swiftly

THE Suzuki Swift has notched up another milestone by passing the five million 
mark of models sold across the globe. 

Since it first arrived on the motoring scene 12 years ago the car has become a 
favourite with supermini fans around the world and more than 118,000 have 
been sold in Britain. 

It is now Suzuki’s most popular car in the UK and accounts for more than a third 
of the company’s British sales. 

In the UK, the Swift is available in three and five door versions and comes with 
a 1.2-litre petrol engine which emits 116g/km C02 as well as a Dualjet engine 
equipped with twin fuel injectors that records 99g/km of C02 and offers even 
stronger fuel economy at 65.7mpg. 

The Swift is also one of the safest cars in its class with a five star Euro NCAP 
rating. 

The Swift is available in five specification grades, SZ2, SZ3, SZ-L, SZ4 with the 
1.2-litre petrol engine and in Sport trim with the 1.6-litre engine. 

All models offer seven airbags and ESP as standard, front passenger airbag 


deactivation facility, electric windows, remote central door locking with 
deadlocks, electrically adjustable and heated door mirrors, an MP3/WMA 
compatible CD tuner with USB port and steering wheel mounted audio controls. 
The Swift can also be specified with four wheel drive which offers added safety 
during the winter months. 

The Swift 4x4 is available as a five-door 1.2 Dualjet petrol model with manual 
transmission and equipped as either an SZ3 or SZ4 grade. 

Featuring lightweight components the Swift 4x4 is just 65kg heavier than an 
equivalent two-wheel-drive petrol model. 

All British models are built at Suzuki’s Magyar factory in Hungary. 

The current line up is keenly priced and starts from £8,999 for the 1.2 SZ2 model 
with the range topping out at £14,354 for the 1.6-litre Sport which includes sat 
nav as standard. 

The Swift 4x4 is priced from £14,199. 



New Polo proves Match fit

THE Volkswagen Polo has become an everyday feature of life 
on the road and the latest model is the best yet. 

The sixth generation Polo has just been given a shot in the 
arm with the introduction of Match models which come 
loaded with kit. 

The Match replaces the Polo SE and is available in three and 
five-door bodystyles priced from £12,960. 

Standard equipment includes cruise control, front and 
rear parking sensors, front fog lights with static cornering 
function, tinted rear windows and 15-inch alloy wheels. 
Volkswagen says there is some £900 worth of additional 
equipment fitted to the Polo Match compared to the SE. 

The Polo Match is available with Volkswagen’s 1.0 and 
1.2-litre petrol engines and the company’s economical 
1.4-litre diesel which has a claimed fuel return of 78.5mpg 
and tax free emissions of 93g/km. 

The diesels are priced from £15,170 for the three-door model 
and £15,800 for the five door. 

The 1.2-litre turbo petrol versions of the Polo Match are also 
available with seven speed DSG automatic gearboxes instead 
of a five-speed manual box. 



The DSG models cost from £15,480 and with emissions of 
109g/km are rated at 60.1mpg but are the quickest of the 
Match models with a 0 to 60 acceleration of 10.8 seconds 
and a top speed of 114mph. 

All versions of the Polo match come with air conditioning, 
a 6.5-inch touchscreen and the onboard software includes 
Volkswagen’s ‘Think Blue Trainer’ which analyses driving 
styles and gives tips for achieving optimum economy. 


BABY DIESEL FOR BABY INFINITI

A NEW diesel version of the British-built Infiniti Q30 
compact luxury car has been introduced making the 
model even more economical to run. 

Priced from £21,500, the new 1.5-litre Q30 diesel is the 
most fuel efficient car Infiniti has ever produced. 

It’s rated at 68.9mpg and with emissions of 108g/km the 
Q30 1.5d is highly attractive to business drivers with a tax 
banding of 21 per cent. 

The engine is from Infiniti’s parent group Nissan-Renault 


and is tried and tested in other models across the Franco- 
Japanese automotive alliance. 

It’s also fitted in the Q30’s sister ship, the Mercedes-Benz 
A-Class. 

In the Q30 it develops 109ps and gives the car a 0 to 60 
acceleration time of 12.0 seconds with a top speed of 118mph. 
It’s available as a six-speed manual and with the option of a 
seven-speed dual clutch semi-automatic transmission which 
costs £1,500 more. 

The DCT version is not quite as frugal with an official fuel 
return of 65.7mpg and a C02 rating of lllg/km but still 
outstrips the the Q30 2.2-litre diesel which is rated at 64.2mpg. 
The new 1.5-litre powertrain is available across the Q30 
front-wheel-drive range and tops out at £27,830 in Premium 
Tech In Touch specification. 

Since its launch earlier this year the Q30 has helped Infiniti’s 
sales surge in Britain, doubling to more than 2,000 since 
January. 

The Q30 is Infiniti’s smallest model and its first compact 
luxury crossover. It is made in Sunderland at a special facility 
created at the Nissan factory where it is produced for all 
global markets.

AFTER Great Britain’s suc¬ 
cess at the Olympics in Rio 
came the inevitable. 

No, I’m not referring to all 
the talk of how it all must 
inspire young people to take 
up sport, but instead the 
sanctimonious preaching of 
some columnists of ‘what 
football can learn from the 
Olympics.’ 

Yes, footballers at the top 
end of the game are some¬ 
what separated from reality 
with their enormous wealth, 
gated mansions and the bub¬ 
ble their clubs are often guilty 
of wrapping them in. 

But to say all they need to do 
to cut out bad behaviour, such 
as abusing match officials, 
diving or any of the off-field 
shenanigans that often gets 
reported, is look at the 
Olympics and hold them up 
as an example is not only tire¬ 
some, but incorrect. 

Whoever wrote these arti¬ 
cles conveniently forgot that 
the Games just finished, for 
all its stunning action other¬ 



wise, produced an American 
swimmer in Ryan Lochte that 
has now been charged with 
falsely reporting a crime - he 
claimed to have been robbed 
at gunpoint. 

We also had the unedifying 
spectacle of Egyptian judoka 
Islam El Shehaby refusing to 
shake hands with his Israeli 
opponent Or Sasson. 

And as for abuse of officials, 
have you ever seen a football¬ 
er kick a referee in the face as 
Cuban taekwondo player 
Angel Matos did during the 
2008 Olympics in Beijing? 

It didn’t stop the same foot- 
ball-bashing spiel coming out 
then and no doubt those who 


never actually take the time 
to watch the most popular 
sport in the world will be dig¬ 
ging the same stuff up after 
the 2020 Games in Tokyo. 

But there are times when 
you can’t defend football and 
the decision by UEFA to guar¬ 
antee the top four leagues in 
the continent four places in 
the group stages of the 
Champions League from the 
2018/19 season. 

You’d like to think the 
Olympics would never con¬ 
sider such a carve-up and in 
this case football seems to 
have learned from cricket, fol¬ 
lowing the shameful hostile 
takeover of that sport that 
England, India and Australia 
were once guilty of. 

Straight away that will be 
half of the 32 places taken up 
and it sends out completely 
the wrong message to clubs 
that aren’t from Spain, 
England, Germany or Italy.

A superb second half performance from the 
Hatters saw them strike three times without 
reply to go second in League Two. 

Once Josh Coulson’s unfortunate own goal 
had set them on their way, Town never looked 
back as Jack Marriott netted a brilliant indi¬ 
vidual goal and Danny Hylton swept home a 
third deep into stoppage time to complete a 
record 3-0 victory over rock-bottom U’s at the 
Cambs Glass Stadium. 

Wearing their all-white away kit for the first 
time this season Town made two changes to 
the team that were unlucky to go out of the 
League Cup against Championship Leeds 
United on Tuesday night, Jordan Cook and 
Pelly-Ruddock Mpanzu coming in for Jonathan 
Smith and Jake Gray who dropped to the 
bench. 

The visitors were desperately unlucky not to 
take the lead on three minutes when keeper 
Will Norris got a hand to Stephen O’Donnell’s 
cross and Cook pivoted to fire goalwards only 
to see his effort cannon off the near post with 
the keeper well beaten. 

Moments later the U’s put in a good cross of 
their own and the wrong-footed Christian 
Walton recovered well to repel Luke Berry’s 
deflected header. 

With Luton caught short at the back, 
Cambridge then slipped Berry slipped through 
only for Walton to produce a great one-handed 
save to turn his strike behind. 

A lively end-to-end counter ensued with Jack 


Marriott at the heart of a superb Hatters move 
on 16 minutes. Mpanzu let O’Donnell’s clever 
pullback run and Marriott’s first-time effort 
was turned over the bar by Norris. 

Silky football from the Hatters saw them cut 
right through the centre of the U’s defence on 
20 minutes as Hylton slipped Mpanzu clean 
through but, with just Norris to beat from 
eight yards out, he somehow rolled wide. 

The lively Berry hooked tamely at Walton 
seconds later, while Medy Elito showed super 
skills to jink free in the box and force a decent 
stop from Walton. 

A tactical change saw Oily Lee replaced by 
Scott Cuthbert with Glen Rae moving into 
midfield, before some excellent refereeing 
allowed Luton to play advantage from inside 
their own half on 33 minutes as ex-Cambridge 


loan man Cameron McGeehan raced 50 yards 
before firing just over from the edge of the box. 

The second half opened with a dreadful mis¬ 
take from Dan Potts as he was robbed by Piero 
Mingoia who strode to the edge of the box 
before slipping Elito in who could only roll 
across the face of goal with Walton beaten. 

Having finished the second half on the back 
foot the Hatters continued to struggle at the 
start of the second half, with Cambridge 
spurred on by a partisan home crowd. 

Out of the blue Town snatched lead on 62 
minutes thanks to a fortuitous own goal. 
Cook’s probing delivery left Rea with a free 
header back across goal and Josh Coulson 
inadvertently turned it past his own keeper 
with the defender beating the ground and 
shouting in frustration. 


There was nothing lucky about the Hatters’ 
second two minutes later. Marriott stepped 
inside his man and skirted along the outside of 
the area before curling beautifully left-footed 
beyond the powerless Norris and into the top 
left corner. 

With Luton playing with much more confi¬ 
dence Mpanzu showed off some outrageous to 
tee up up O’Donnell, but he scuffed wide. 

Town almost added a brilliant third two min¬ 
utes from time when great hold-up play from 
Hylton saw him slip Cook into the box whose 
magical feet took him past several players, but 
reaching, he could only poke at Norris with 
McGeehan then firing over in the aftermath. 

A brilliant second half performance was 
rounded off in the sixth minute of stoppage 
time when substitute Smith intercepted on the 
right, raced down the wing and teed up Hylton 
to sweep home Town’s third.
